Seeing 
the body lying in a pool of blood she 
screamed and was heard by a bell boy 
who summoned the house officials. 

Found in Blood Pool. 

One of the attaches of the hotel 
climbed in through the transom. Pier- 
son’s body lay face downward beside 
the bed. The bullet had penetrated 
the right temple and had gone entirely 
through the head. It was found by 
the pillow underneath his head. A 
25-caliber automatic revolver was 
clinched in his right hand. Blood had 
flowed freely over the carpet and his 
hair was thickly matted. 

In the dead man’s left hand, three 
pictures were clutched—those of a 
beautiful woman, supposedly his wife, 
another of a flaxen haired baby girl 
and the other of a palatial home. The 
latter picture was inscribed with anh 
Owensboro address.

ARBITRARY RATES FIXED 
BY EXPRESS CARRIERS 


Washington,.February 28.—Rates of 
express companies are fixed arbitrarily, 
practically without reference, even, to 
the first-class rail freight rate. 

In pele’, that was the statement to- 
day of Joseph Zimmerman, general 
traffic manager of the Adams Express 
Company, at the investigation by the 
interstate commerce commission into 
express rates and methods. 

"We make our rates regardless of 
what the freight rate i8 Letween the 
ame points,” said Mr. Zimmerman. “I 
suppose no man living Knows how ex- 
press rates originally were made or 
could say definitely how they are made 
now. 

“Do you know of any basis for an 
= rate?” inquired Commissioner 


“It probably would be based on the 
distance, with a weight of 100 pounds 
as the unit,” replied the witness, Rates 
to points intermediate between two 
given points, he thought, woulg@ be 
adjusted practically arbitrarily. 

Further inquiries by Commissioner 
Lane developed the admission from Mr. 
Zimmerman that the various express 
companies leaned on one another in the 
fixing of rates to avoid warfare among 
them.

Lawrence, Mass., February 28.-—~Ar- 
rangements for sending a party of tex- 
tile strikers, including children, to 
Washington, to appear before a con- 
gressional committee, as suggested by 
Congtfessman Victor Berger, were com- 
pleted tonight. The party will depart 
some time Friday, 

More than fifty 
children, representing 
eighteen nationalities among the 
strikers, will make the trip. The. chil- 
dren selected, all of whom are over 
14 years of age, are themselves mill 
workers on strike. In some instances 
they bear scars from injuries sustained 
while at work. Amone the number 
will be a girl whose scalp was torn off 
by a machine.

He came to Lawrence to ascer- 
tain particularly whether the police 
officials tn preventing the departure 
of 100 children for Philadelphia last 
Saturday acted in violation of- the in- 
terstate commerce law. 

Alleged fll treatment of women and 
children by the police did not enter 
into this inquiry. 

Wages and working conditions in the 
mills are to be the subject of another 
investigation. An official from Wash- 
ington will arrive here tomorrow morn- 
ing to pursue the inquiry. 

Disposal of crowds in the mill district 
which 'were regarded as containing the 
elements of possible disorder occupied 
the energies of the militia. and police 
early today. Most of those who con- 
gregated along the picket line and 
on the common were women. Two 
women were arrested. 

Bureau of Labor to Probe. 

Washington, February 28,—The fed- 
é6ral bureau of labor wll make an im- 
mediate investigation of the wage ara 
working conditions atthe textile mills 
at Lawrence, Mass. A representatve 
of the bureau will leave Washington 
today for the strike-ridden city. 

The dectsion to investigate the strike 
was reached at a conference today be- 
tween Secretary of Commerce and La- 
bor Nagel and Dr, Charles P. Neill, 
United Stateg commissioner of labor. 
Tht bureau of labor has considerable 
data about conditions at Lawrence. 
The continuance of the strike and the 
turbulent situation resulting, however, 
made it desirable, in the judgment of 
the federa] authorities, to ascertain the 
exact conditions today and all the 
causes of the. labor trouble. 

Mill Owners Stand from Under. 

Boston, February 28.—The heads of 
tthe Lawrence mills, all of which have 
their executive offices in this city, dis. 
claim responsibility for the refusal 
of the police to allow children to be 
sent to New York, Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington and elsewhere. In a joint state- 
ment issued tonight the mill owners 
say 

“The manufacturers of Lawrence are 
in mo way responsible for any deten- 
tion of children who were being sent 
out of the state. The manufacturers 
did not ask: for this; they were net 
consulted about it; they were not in- 
formed of the contemplated action of 
the local authorities.” 

NINERTEEN STICKS OF DYNAMITE 

ARE FOUND AT PHILADELPHIA 

Philadelphia, February 28.—Nine- 
teen sticks of dynamite, it was ré- 
ported here tonight, were discovered 
by a car inspector attached to the 
trucks of a Boston and Maine raii- 
road freight car here today. The car 
which arrived here Saturday passed 
through Lawrence, Mass. where it 
was made part of a train composed 
largely of cars loaded with woolen 
goods belonging to the ~ American 
Woolen Company, whose workers are 
on strike. Officials of the Boston and 
} Maine railroad were notified and steps 
taken, it is gaid, to trace other cars 
that were in the train. 

The dynamite, according to report, 
was wrapped in heavy paper and tied 
the trucks in such a way as to 
cause a wheel eventually to rub away 
the paper and cause a piece of wire 
attached to the explosive to ignite 
from the friction of the wheel, but a 
miscalculation evidently was made by 
the would-be dynamiters.

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Commerce Cout Undoing Work 
of Commerce Commission 


Court Suspends Order of Com- 
mission Reducing Rates 
From New. Orleans to Ala- 
bama Cities---Says Commis- 
sion Exceeds Power. 


Washington, February 28.—An order 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion reducing certain class freight rates 
from New Orleans to Montgomery, Sel- 
ma and Mobile, Ala., and to Pensacola, 
Fla., today Was annulled by decision of 
the commerce court. 

The decision, handed down by Judge 
Archbald, is certain to add consider- 


able fuel to the controversy already 
acute between the interstate commerce 
commission and the commerce court, 

The court declares that congress 
never intended to clothe the commis- 
sion with the wide authority it has 
assumed, 

It is asserted the court could discov- 
er nothing in the record in support, of 
the conclusions of the commission or to 
justify the reductions in rates that it 
ordered. 

Opinion of the Cour. 

After discussion of evidence submit- 
ted, the court’s opinion concludes: 

“Counsel for the commission and for 
the government simply rely on the au- 
therity of the commission to deter- 
mine what is a reasonable rate and the 
conclusiveness of its judgment where 
it has done so. Against this it was 
argued the courts can afford no relief 
unless the rate which has been fixed! 
is shown to be confiscatory. This con- 
tention must be rejected. In our judg- 
ment, it was never intended to confer 
on the commission any such unre- 
strained and undirected power. 

“It is not within the authority of the 
commission to reduce the rates in tis 
or any other case not merely against 
the weight of the evidence produced to 
sustain them, but without anything 
substantial to warrant the conclusion 
reached or the reasons assigned there- 
for. And this we are convinced is a 
case of that character. Having regard 
to the undisputed evidence adduced at 
the hearing, the existing rates were 
not shown to be unjust or unreason- 
able and there was, therefore, no valid 
basis for the commission's conclusion.” 

First Case Argued. 

This was the first case argued before 
the commerce court after its establish- 
ment more than a year ago. It proved 
to be a stubborn proceeding, and the 
court took full time for its considera- 
tion. 

It was brought by the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad in an effort to mod- 
ify or annul] the commission's order 
of reduction. It was declared in the 
record that if the order of the commis- 
sion fixing what, in its opinion, were

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WILEY’S REQUEST DENIED 
BY SECRETARY WILSON 


Washington, February 23—-Secreta- 
ry of Agriculture Wilson today denied 
a request of Dr. Wiley, head of the 
pure food board, that all the corre- 
spondence in a recent baking powder 
decision be made public.

HITCHCOCK WANTS LIGHT

Washington, February 28.—Senator 
Hitchcock pressed forward today the 
movement for a senate investigation of 
the dispute between the United States 
and Colombia growing out of the estab- 
lishment of the Panama as a republic.

CAR FARE PROBE 


Railroad Commission Anpealed 
-toin Hope of Relief 


R.A. Broyles and R. C. Bosche 
Willing to Personally Con- 
tribute Toward Cost of 
Making Inquiries Regard- 
ing Car Fare and Gas. 


rR. A. Broyles called on the railroad 
commission yesterday for the purpose 
of discussing the proposal to investi- 
gate the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company with reference to a reduction 
in the price of street car fares. 

R. C. Bosche was also a visitor at 
the office of the railroad commission, 
and discussed with Chairman C. M. 
Candler\iand other members his peti- 
tion nowpending before the commis- 
sion for a reduction from $1 to 86 cents 
per 1,000 cubic feet in the price of gas. 

Mr. Broyles and Mr. Bosche both 
wanted the commission to make inves- 
tigations of the company’s property 
with regard to these matters, but the 
commission has ‘no funds at its dis- 
posal with which to make investiga- 
tions along these lines. 

The only investigation which the 
commission has, so far, undertaken, is 
that with reference to the question of 
electric light and poWer, as asked for 
by the city council, and to meet the 
expenses of which the city has appro- 
priated $5,000. 

Henry Earle Riggs, of Ann Arbor, 
Mich,. an appraisal expert, ‘s now here, 
and has begun preliminary work on 
the electric light and power proposi- 
tion. Chairman Candler has, reacned 
an agreement with Mr, Riggs rpgard- 
ing the expense of this work, and it is 
now under way. 

Both Mr. Broyles and Mr. Bosc.e 
were referred to the council committee 
Which has the matter of the electric 
light investigation in charge. If the 
city will furnish the necessary funds, 
the railroad commission will make the 
investigation covering every feature of 
service rendered by the company; but 
without funds it would have to make 
such inquiry as it could on informa- 
tion that can be had without expense. 

30th Mr. Broyles and Mr. Boscne said 
they would be willing to contribute 
personally to funds for the investiga- 
etion of these other matters not in- 
cluded in council's request.

Competitien Crushed. 


Conclusions in the report bearing 
on restraint of trade are embodied in 
fourteen sections, some containing 
voluminous quotations from the min- 
utes of meetings of the corporation 
and of the subsidiary companies, 
Summarized, the report concludes: ~> 

“Competition between previously 
competing concerns was terminated 
by the concentration of the control of 
upwards of 180 corporations into one 
security-holding company Known 4as 
the United States Steel Corporation. 

“The United States Steel Corporatron 
is merely a holding company engas~- 
ing in no business except the control 
through stock ownersnip. 

“There were acquired and brought 
under single control, upwards of 180 
concerns in lines of business allied 
with the steel-making business, in- 
cluding ore owning and mining com- 
panies ‘which are now restrained 
from competing in the sale of ore), 
transportation companies, through 
consolidation, of which ‘every possi- 
bility of competition between these 
roads is prevented, pig iron plants, 
coal and coke companies, and many 
others. 

“There were acquired a large number 
of major concerns at much inflated 
valuations, succeeding several increases 
in the capitalization of preceding in 
corporations, due, in some cases, to 
the greater combination value or meér- 
ger of the consolidation, in which of 
course the units combined were re- 
strained of any competitive activity. 
Specific instances are given under this 
head relating to three processes of 
combination as follows: 

“The original combination of major 
concerns to eliminate all possibility 
of competition. Combinations admit- 
tedly or inferably having a direct ef- 


fect to remove competition or in the ac-}. 


complishment of which the removal of 
competition was the declared or infer- 
red object of the consolidation. 

“Other acquisitions in related lines 
of besiness for which no explanation 
has been offered and none appears ex- 
cept the visible consequence, the re- 
moval of such concerns from the in- 
dependent field. 


Bought Plants to Digmantic. 


“The acquirement of a large number 
of plants which never. were operated 
and some of them, dismantied, being 
removed from the competitive field.” 

The acquirement of other ‘plants, 
such as the Clairton Steel Company, 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company 
and others, of which the report says: 
“Isolatedly considered, the purpose tin 
acquiring independent concerns may be 
entirely colorless, but when considered 
in connection with the acquisition of 
other independent: plants admittedly -or 
inferably to terminate competition, the 
continued policy and practice of ac- 
quiring control of companies engaged 
in its own line of business may De 
corroboratory of the conclusion that 
the intention was to prevent competi- 
tion of the concerns acquired, if not 
per se indigative of such intention.” 

In this connection, after a tengthy 
analysis of the taking over of the Ten- 


nessee Coal and Iron Company in 1907,/ 


the report Says: . 
“ae may not be possible to state the 


true intention in acquiring the Ten-} 


nessce company, in a way which would 
be admitted by the men in control of 
the steel corporation, inasmoch as it 
appears to many experienced men who 
are also disinterested, that tue inten- 
tion which impelled its acquisition was 
merely the desire to bring under the 
control of the steel corporation the 
great possibilities for competition pos- 
sessed by the Tennessee company. The 
consequence of the acquisition should 
and must be held to have been intend- 
ed in legal contemplation, even if the 
result so deduced conflict with the in- 
tention deciared to be in the minds of 
those responsible.”

Interlocking of Directors, 


The interlocking of directors of the 
steel corporation and the purchase: of 
stocks and bonds of other companies 
and various outside transactions of 
enormous size,.the report discusses at 
length in support of the claim of pow- 
er of the corporation in restraining 
competition. 

The poliey of the corporation result- 
ing in enhancing the prices of raw and 
finished material, in which the report 
says: “The. steel corporation officers 
openly declared the policy of buying 
all the available supply in order to 
keep up the price.’ Many quotations 
from’ the minutes of meetings are 
given in support of this. 

The control of ore by the steel cor- 
poration, 76 per cént of competitive 
ore in Minnesota, five hundred «million 
tens in the south “in all 2,500,000,000 
tons out of. 4,463,940,000. tons ££ com- 
mercially available ore in the United 
States—is an ownership and a control 
which must interfere with competi- 
tion.” 

The resolution that subsidiary com- 
panies of the steel corporation shall re- 
fuse to handle orders for export busi- 
ness and that such orders must be 
turned over to the United States Steel 
Products (export) ‘Company, through 
which the subsidiary companies pre- 
clude themselves from competing for 
export sales. 

“The result,’ the report says, “of en- 
forcing these resolutions and arrange- 
ments—is that materials for export 
must be bought from the United States 
Steel Products Company and Luyers in 
the United States who wish to buy 
goods for export are compelled to pay 
an additional profit to the United 
States Steel Products Company.” 


Millions Earned by Subsidiaries. 


That the United States Steel Cor- 
poration has earned $4,339,140 in eight 
years through its subsidiary, the Union 
Supply Company, which sells goods to 
employees, is the conclusion of an ex- 
hibit submitted to the house steel trust 
investigating committee today in con- 
nection with the report on the steel 
corporation's books and minutes made 
by the committee’s expert, Farquhar 
J. McRae. 

The expert includes in his report 
the following quotation from the testi- 
mony of Hibert H. Gary, chairman. of 
the board of the steel corporation, be- 
fore the committee last summer: 

“Where the steel corporation has 
stores, and we have not very many, we 
made it certain that the goods were 
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sold to the men at prices less than they 
could purchase the same things elsé- 
where.” . 
The report also refers to the state- 
ment made before the committee se- 
cently by Percival Roberts, Jr., a -di- 
rector of the steel corporation, to the 
effect that the corporation had “done 
more for laborers than any ~ other ‘ 

agency in the United States.” 
100 Per Cent on Investment. . 


Then the report sets forth facts and 
figures tending to show that through 
the Union Supply Company, the steel 
corporation has made 100 per cent -on 
its investment.

_ That the capital stock of the Union 
Supply Company, Limited, was .$75:000 
and that it was increased to $500,000 
in April, 1902, when the company was 
at nee . 
hat 366 2-3 per cent dividends were 
paid by the Union Supply Company, 
Limited, from January 1 to October Y. 
1898, before the steel corporation was 
formed, this data being supplemefited 
with extracts from minutes of direct. 
ors’ meetings of the H. C. Frick Coke 
Company, taken over later by the steel 
corporation. wee 
That 200 per cent dividends ‘were 
paid by the company for the year 1 : 
100 per cent dividends id in 1961; 
that the dividends in 1902, after the 
erorganization of the company, 
amounted to $413,066.66. e 
The total earnings of the Union Sup- 
ply Company from 1902 to 1910; <n- 
clusive, were $4,339,140, and the divi- 
dends in that period, $3,550,000. ‘The 
cost of the Union Supply Company the 
report shows to have been $274,000, 
while the corporation claims interest 
on an investment of $1.398,873.53, which 
includes a surplus of $615,641.52.

The city, the Corporation—all parties involved—will be incom- 
parably better off to have the whole slate wiped clean at one stroke, 
instead of making one dab after another, with the effect of pro- 
tracting the agitation and uncertainty. For the corporation to in- 
vite full and free inquiry into its rates for light and. power and to 
slam the door on an inquiry into its trolley rates is not only to 
occupy an utterly untenable position, but also to court a prolonga- 
tion of the agitation, it professes to deprecate.

TO SOUTH AMERICA 


Talks of Closer Relations and 


Beneficence of Monroe Doctrine, 


Secretary Delivers First Speech 


on His Trip at Panama---He 
Declares that the United 
States Wants No Territory 
to the South. 


Panama, February 28.—Secretary of 
State P. C. Knox made in Panama to 
day the first of his public addresseg on 
his trip to the capitals of Central 
America, northern South America and 
the West Indies, 

This .speech, avhile delivered before 
the acting president of Panama, Senor 
R. Rodsolfo Chiaria, was in reality ad- 
dressed to all the countries he will vis- 
it and included an explanation of the 
attitude of the* United States towards 
South and Central America. 

Mr. Knox said the president believed 
the early completion of the cana) 
should mark the beginning of closer 


relations between the United States 
and all Latin-America; that the pur- 


*pose of the United States: towards all 


the American republics was to live in 
amity and essential) harmony; and that 
the United States desired more peace, 
more prosperity, more happiness and 
more security in their national lives. 


He declared that the United States}. 


craved neither sovereignty nor terri- 


tory in Latin-America. 
Closer Relations, 


Mr. Knox’s addre§s in part follows: 

“The president of the United States 
believes that the early completion of 
the Panama canal should mark the be- 
ginning of closer relations to all Latin- 
America and especially to the Carib- 
bean littoral, as well as the relations of 
those countries to each other, and im- 
pelled by the thought that this is an 
auspicious moment through better arc- 
quaintance to lay the foundations upon 
which there should rest a broader con- 
fidence, a closer sympathy and roore 
practical reciprocal helpfulness, has 
sent me hither as a bearer of a message 
of good will to our sister American re- 
publics. 

‘It is the president's desire that I 
personally meet your most hospitable 
peoples, and see for myself your 
beautiful countries with their bound- 
less resources and economic possiblili- 
ties, to the end that such direct per- 
sonal knowledge, understanding and 
appreciation might result in mutual ad- 
vantage and in co-operation for the de- 
velopment of all our countries. I take 
this opportunity of assuring all the 
American republics that the purpose of 
the United States toward them is that 
we should live tn amity and essential 
harmony and that we desire only that 
more peace, more prosperity, more hap- 
piness and more security should come 
into and become a part of their indi- 
vidual and national lives. 

No Sinister Motive. 

“While it is entirely clear to those 
who have fairly and intelligently con- 
sidered the history of the relations of 
the United States to the other Ameri- 
can republics tnat our policies have 
been without a trace of sinister motive 
or design, craving neither sovereignty 
nor territory, yet it is true that our 
motives towards you have not always 


been fortunately interpreted either at) curred at 4 o’clock, in which the nu-

“Much has, been g@id about the effect 
of the opening of the Panama canal, 
but I believe it is given to few of us 
to realize what ‘ffagic possibilities are 
potential in that event. As I conceive 
it, it will create for our western world 
an.entirely new situation, a situation 
fraught with possibilities so vast they 
Gaze the fancy of the mind. In this new 
world we must be found drawn closer 
by sympathies and mutual esteem, and 
working in harmony towards benefi- 
cent ends. 


In a Peculiar Situation. 


“We, who live on the Western Hem- 
isphere, find ourselves by force of 
geography in eircumstances which 
make our situation peculiar, and this 
fundamental fact gives us privileges 
and imposes upon us duties and obli- 
gations we would not otherwise have, 
it was a perception of this, which your 
own thinkers and statesmen have seen 
as clearly as our own, which prompt- 
ed the announcement by President 
Monroe of the great and beneficent pol- 
icy that now bears his name. When the 
canal is opened and the ships of all 
countries of the world come sailing 
through these Carib seas, the peculiar- 
ity of our position with its special re- 
quirement will be accentuated and the 
wisdom of that doctrine be confirmed 
again. Even now it is a great bond 
between us. In its future amplification 
Iperceive it will be a common herit- 
age binding together the nations of 
this hemisphere with a force no power 
can break; and while it has in provi- 
dence been given to us of the north 
to state and interpret, it has never 
been invoked to the detriment of the 
pecan of the south or operated to their 
urt, 


Monroe Doctrine “Beneficent.” 


“In my judgment the Monroe doctrine 


will reach the acme of its beneficence 
when it is regarded by the people of 
the United States as a reason why we 
shoul@ constantly respond to the needs 
of those of our Latin-American neigh- 
bors who may find necessity for our as- 
sistance in their progress towards bet- 
ter government or who may seek our 
aid to meet their just obligatiens and 
thereby to maintain honorable relations 
to the family of nations. 

“It is a paradox that the severance 
of the physical ligament that joins the 
two continents of the new world will 
more closely unite them. Culebra is 
the clot in the artery of intercourse 
whose removal will give free and full 
circulation throughout the whole or- 
ganism to the vivifying currents of 
— peace, commerce and pros- 
perity.”

HEYBURN KNOCKS 
PRIMARY SYSTEM 


Idaho Senator Says the Pri- 
mary Opens the Way for 
“Graft.” 


Washington, February 28.—The pri- 
mary election system, adopted by many 
states, was attacked in the senate to- 
day during consideration of the elec- 
tion of Senator Stephenson, of Wiscon- 
sin. Senator Heyburn declared the pri- 
mary opened the way for “graft,”’ while 
it was condemned as unsatisfactory by 
Senators McCumber and Overman. 
Senators Borah and Bristow defended 
the law. 

Mr. Heyburn, chairman of the judi- 
cilary committee, which exonerated 
Senator Stephenson of charges of cor- 
ruption in his election, admitted he did 
not approve of the ‘“‘most liberal’ ex- 
penditures made on Mr. Stephenson's 
behalf in the election, but instead the 
election was valid. He characterized 
the primary as a “straw vote” which 
gave opportunity for “grafting.” 

Contending that the right of election 
was reposed entirely in the legislature, 
Mr. Heyburn said Mr. Stephenson had 
been actually elected twice, on January 
26, 1909, when the two houses of the 
legislature voted for him and again 
by the joint vote on March 4. He in- 
sisted the United States senate had no 
right to go behind the legislative vote 
to inquire into the primary. 

When Senator Heyburn declared only 
170,000 of the 600,000 voters in Wiscon- 
sin had cast their ballots in the pri- 
mary, Senator Overman of North Caro- 
lina, expressed his dissatisfaction with 
the law. Senator McCumber interrupt- 
ed to say that

MONEY WAS SPENT 
TO CORRUPT VOTES 


So Reed Charges in Urging 
Investigation of Senator 
du Pont. 


Washington, February 28.—Evi- 
dence hecrd by the senate judiciary 
committee in its inquiry into the ap- 
pointment of C. P. Swain as United 
States marshal for Delaware was laid 
before the senate today by Senator 
Reed, of Missouri, in urging the pas- 
sage of his resolution providing for an 
investigation of the election of Senator 
du Pont, of Delaware. i 

Senator Reeg insisted if this evidence 
were given credence the senate not 
only should investigate the 1910 elec- 
tion but snould demand of the Dela- 
ware senator an explanation «f his ac- 
tion in “recommending for appointment 

» the high otfice of United States mar- 
shal a man whom he knew to be en- 
gaged in corrupt practices.” 

“On January 22, 191%, the president 
appointed Cornelius P. Swain United 
States marshal for the district of Vela- 
Ware and sent that appointment to 
the senate for confirmation,” said Sen- 
ator Reed. The appointment was re- 
ported to the senate by the committee, 
and on the day it reached the senate 
it was confirmed. 

“Citizens of Delaware protested to 


the senate with the result that the 
action of approval was 


held. 

“These citizens charged that on No- 
vember 4, 1910, a meeting was held in 
the office of Henry A. du Pont ang T. 
Coleman du Pont at which between 
$50,000 and $60,000 was distributed for 
the purpose of corrupting the electo- 
rate of the state and that an additional 
ten thousand dollars was to be given 
out on the Monday preceding the Tues- 
day on which the election was held; 
that Swain took three thousand dol- 
lars of this money to Philadelphia, 
that on election day the money was 
actually paid out in bribes to corrupt 
the vote of that precinct. 

“The committee limited the evidence 
to those acts of corruption with which 
Swain could be directly connected. 

“Therefore, this investigation repre- 
sents no more than the tracing of a 
single thread through a web of ini- 
quity. 

“Swain was, according to the testi- 
mon, appointed at the request of Sena- 
tor du Pont and, if it be true that Sen- 
ator du Pont recommended him for ap- 
pointment, a man: whom he knew to be 
engaged in corrupt practices relating 
to elections, then he wt rheng & offended 
against this body by being instrumen- 
tal in bringing such an appointee be- 
fore the senate for its approval.”

Oil Company has broken 
faith with national and state govern- 
ments, and still is operating as an 
illegal trust, through its subsidiary 
companies. 

‘Though the Standard was ousted 
from Texas, attorneys for the Waters- 
Pierce Company Say they can prove 
that it is still operating there under 
the name of the Magnolia Petroleum 
Company, which has Oeadquarters at 
Dallas, and refineries at Corsicana and 
Beaumont. 

The Standard Oil Company’s proper- 
ty in Texas was sold by the state un- 
der an order of ouster December 9, 
1900. “ According to the records, the 
buyer was John Zaley, of Galveston.

“Atianta has the lowect rate of 
higher education among boys than any 
city we have visited in this Men and 
Religion Forward campaign. Only 
one per cent of her boys go to college 
after leaving high school, or to any 
professional school,” said R. A. Waite, 
boys’ expert, in his afternoon address 
yesterday. 

His audience figuratively and liter- 
ally set up and took notice, that part 
of it which lives in Atlanta, and the 
visitors from neighboring towns. 

“That per cent is lower than the per 
cent of boys throughout the whole 
country, pursuing a higher education,” 
he said further. 

The announcement was something of 
a bomb thrown into the assembly. It 
is safe to say no one expected such a 
result from the investigations that 
have gone on “or months to gather in- 
formation for the use of the religious 
leaders. 

“There are Sunday schools in this 
city,” Mr. Waite said later, “in which 
no boy of Atlanta should go, ih which 
he could not feel at home. The right 
atmosphere is not there. You men of 
Atlanta have got to change these con- 
ditions if you want to get the boy into 
line with the church. And the best 
thing you can do for any boy is what 
you can make him do for himse’f. But 
to have any influence with him at all, 
you have got to talk to him about re- 
ligion as if it were what it is: a vital 
and living thing in your and his life, 
not a dried up abstraction. For the 
boy, without calling it by that name, 
detects cant, and what is unreal in 
ministers’ and teachers’ talk, quicker 

than anybody else.” 

“Missionary Conditions Rotten.” 

“Missionary conflitions in Atlanta 
churches are rotten,” {fs the statement 
made by H. F. Laflamme, mission- ex- 
pert, Wednesday, speaking informally 
of what investigations carried on here 
for some months reveal. Then he gave 
the facts. 

“Out of 43 churches reporting, 24 
have men’s missionary committees, 
with a total membership of only 209 
men. In 18 churches the every-member 
canvass has been put through, yet out 
of 11,734 members in the 43 churches, 
only 2,619 are systematically contribut- 
ing to missions. That is worse than the 
average for the country at large. In 
Atlanta, three out of every § four 
church members do not contribute to 
missions. The average for the entire 
country is two out of three not con- 
tributing. : 

“The mission study classes are ex- 
tremely weak. 

“In the last ten years three churches 
have put ten men into the home mis- 
Sion field, and three into the foreign. 
Think of that. 

“I must say, however, that while the 
men here are ignorant in a great de- 
gree of what mission work really is, 
they have shown a splendid willing- 
ness to take up the study of missions, 
and have attended the institute better 
than in any city we have visited.” 

“Denominational lines are much more 
closely drawn in the south than in the 
north, we find,” said Fred S. Goodman, 
Bible study expert, Wednesday. “To 
Suggest consolidation of churches is 
somewhat like waving a flag in the 
face of a bull, in some communities. 
In the provinces of Canada, now, the 
Presbyterians, Methodists ang Congre- 
gationalists have gone together. 

“There is room right now for thirty 
or forty Bible classes for men in At- 
lanta, but I don’t see or hear of them. 
They should be in the shops, churches, 
factories. Everywhere there are men 
there is place for a Bible clasgs.’’ 

Similar Campaigns Elsewhere. 

“More than fifty small cities and 
towns in Georgia and other states are 
planning to conduct compaigns at once, 
similar to that waged here in the Men 
and Religion Forward Movement, as a 
direct result of sending delegates to 
attend our institutes and meetings,” 
said Executive Chairman John J. 
Eagan yesterday afternoon. 

“These men are returning home with 
the idea of forming an inter-church 
committee in each town, composeg of 
men from the different denominations 
to take charge of their fight. A num- 
ber of men have offered themselves as 
speakers to go to any of these towns 
during their campaigns.” 

Atlanta, through her assembling of 
religious experts for a virile, straight- 
from-the-shoulder exposition of what 
religion is and must mean to every 
thinking man, has aroused enthusiastic 
interest in these near-by towns, and 
given them the impetus to start cam- 
paigns for masculine Christianity on 
their own account, thus proving that 
the Men and Religion Forward Move- 
ment in anv city serves as a spiritual 
awakener and call to arms throughout 
that community. 

The auxillary cities’ conservation 
conference adjourned at 4:45 o'’clock 
Wednesday afternoon, although many 
of the visitors will remain to the end 
of the week. . 

Speaking of evangelism in the 
country today, Mr. Biederwolf, expert 
on that subject, spoke in part as fol- 
lows Wednesday evening: . 

Magnify Men’s Callings. 

“A man needs no apology for magni- 
fying his calling and exalting his 
work, as long as he. does not lose 
sight of the significant place which 
other forms of Christian endeavor oc- 
cupy in the program of the wgrld’s 
redemption. If I have come to your 
city for one purpose more than ane 
other, it is to call men to win men 
to. Jesus Christ. But I know, and 
vou know, you might as well expect 
to batter down Gibraltar with a paper 
wad gun as to try to win this world 
for God with the church, a good part 
of whose members know little or 
nothing of the word of God, who hear 
nothing of the cry of the heathen 
world, know little of the value of a 
boy’s soul, and seem to care less, and 
who are seemingly oblivious to the 
fact that there is such a thing as so- 
cial service. As well try to overthrow 
the Pyramids with a crowbar, or to 
push a street car uphill by blowrng 
your breath against the window pane 
as to try to conquer the world with 
a church like that.

“You have women in your churches 
now who care more, to judge by the 
way they live and act, for the prize 
at the coming bridge whist party th@m 
they do as to whether their children 
go to heaven or hell. You have farm- 
ers in this count® who think more 
about getting Their hogs into market 
than they do about getting their chil- 
dren into heaven. Yow have merchant 
members of your churches who spend 
a hundred times as much time think- 
ing about gold as they do about God, 
and a lot of demasculinized individ- 
vals who care more about the creases 
of their trousers than they do the 
crises of the kingdom.

RECORD ADVANCE 


United States Steel’s Strength’ ‘° 
Was the Most Note- 
worthy. 


New York, February 28.—Apari from 
an extensive covering movement by the 
short interest, which effected @ very 
sharp recovery in such prominent 
stocks as Union Pacific, Reading and 
United States Steel, the stock market 
differed only slightly in its salient fea- 
tures from the early days of the wevck. 
Trading was on a larger scale, but nv 
less professional than before. The 
strength of United States sieel was 
perhaps the more noteworthy because 
of the severe arraignment of that cor- 
poration at the hands of the experts 
employed by the Stanley invostigating 
committee. 

In substance, the so-called “billion 
dollar trust,” was charged with stifling 
competition, domination of tnt trade, 
excessive capitalization and inflated 
values of the many plants taken over 
by it. In point of fact, however, «nd 
judging from the course of the market 
as a whole, the effect of the report 
seemed to have been discounted 

In the minor issues there was no 
little activity in Central Leuth.r; pre- 
ferred, which declined abruptiy, pre- 
sumably as a result of the companys 
financial exhibit for the past year as 
disclosed at the annual “‘mcsiing. A 
deficit of slightly more than $2,000,000 
was reported, an increase of almost $1,- 
200,000 over 1910. This showing makes 
more remarkable the declaration of 
the regular dividend on the preferred 
stock only the day -before, 

Interborough-Metropolitan issues 
were very active and strong, following 
the presentation to ths public service 
commission of a new offer by the 
traction company 

As a matter of fact, the most potent 
factor of the day was the news re- 
ceived in private cables from abroad, 
which indicated an early agreement 
respecting the threatened cual strike 
in Great Britain. These advices were 
not borne out, -however, by official 
statements, which reported a cuontinu- 
ance of the deadlock. Thero were no 
developments respecting the coal trade 
situation at home, but it is generally 
accepted that the outcome of the strug- 
gle between capital and labur across 
the water will not be withotct its ef- 
fect upon that same industry Lere. 

The market attained its greatest ac- 
tivity in the last hour and although 
prices shaded somewhat from the tup, 
there were many material net gains. 
In fact, all the more important issues 
closed at considerable advances, de- 
clines being almost entirely confined 
to stocks of secondary character. Just 
before the end American Tobacco broke 
six points. 

Increasing tension in the Mexican 
situation, as reported from Washin::- 
ton, another large shipment of gold 
to South America for Paris account 
and continued drain. on local banks 
were among the news itenis of the 
day that had bearing on the monetary 
situation.

Market Closed Strong at Ad- 
vance of Seven-eighths 
to Over Two Cents. 


Chicago, February 28.—Sensational 
figures on farm regerves, the lowest in 
years, excited wheat traders today, 
and made the market soar. The close 
was strong at a net advance of 7-3@ 
le to 2%c.

The farm, reserve estimates that 
had such a stirring effect in the wheat 
pit came from two prominent Chicago 
houses, One report indicated a  re- 
serve of only 98,000,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 179, 000, 000 twelve months 
ago. According to different author- 
ity, the reser\e was 100,000,000 busn- 
els, a shortage of 79, 000, 000. 

It did not clearly develop until the 
session was almost at an end that the 
depletion amounted to such a huge 
total The news. at first was Vague. 
Shorts, however, grew alarmed and 
commission buying set in at a lively 
rate. When the definite figures were 
learned, thpugh, little time was lost 
in guessing their full significance. An 
opinion which received much atten- 
tion Was to the effect that, aside 
from requirements for seed, the farm- 
ers now held not over 15,000,000 bush- 
els. Under the scare resulting the 
market went wild, bulging the hard- 
est in The last fifteen minutes before 
the final gong. Simultaneously, Kan- 
sas City reported sales of No. 2 red 
at the highest price on the crop, and 
there was word from Minneapolis 
that flour stocks were the scantiest 
in half a decade. For the May option 
there, Muctuations ran from $1.00% to 
$1.02%, with the windup zigc net 
higher at $1.02 3-8@1.02%. 

Farm supplies remarkably light in 
corn, as well as in wheat, started the 
coarser cereal on a steep climb. Be- 
sides, there Was a reduced movement 
in the southwest and ocean freights 
showed a decrease. May ranged from 
68 to 69@69%c, closing strong, %@ 
7-8c up at 69c flat. Cash grades were 
firm. No. 2 yellow was quoted at 65@ 
65%c for car lots 

Oats exhibited unmistakable sympa- 
thy with wheat and corn. Shorts 
rushed to cover and soon had all sur- 
plus offerings out of the pit. Top and 
bottom A gg touched for May were 
562 and 652: with last sales at the 
first-namew™” ‘figures, 5-8e above the 
price current 48 houre: before. 

An advance all around in provisions 
resulted from the strength of hogs 
and grains. Foreigners were credited 
with buying. In the end, despite sell- 
ing on the part of packers, pork was 
increased in cost 10@12%c to 12e, 
and the rest of the list 2%@5ic to a 
dime.
